It should be noticed that all the 
black numbers are confined thus 
far to the first eight plates, while 
in the red ones used there are ten 
thus far, and they are scattered 
thru the first fifteen of the plates 
assigned. It is going to be a very 
pretty problem to find out just 
what combinations are used, but 
with the great cooperation we 
have received and the greater 
which we will receive it will not 
be a very difficult task. Any of 
you who have in your possession 
combinations which have not yet 
appeared in this paper will bene- 
fit yourselves and others by report- 
ing them to me.

The question has been asked as 
to how these plate blocks should 
be collected. Suit yourself, but 
the great majority seem to be col- 
lecting them simply in blocks of 
four, including both black and red 
numbers. The only other way of 
any interest would be in blocks of 
ten (two deep by five wide) to in- 
clude the word TOP in black or 
red, but this makes an ungainly 
looking block with no particular 
advantage to be derived. You can 
tell easily which pane the block 
comes from by the relative posi- 
tion of the red and black numbers 
and also by the initial “F’” which 
appears by both numbers on the 
RIGHT pane only. In case any 
freak appears in which numbers 
or the word TOP is either omitted 
or double, the entire block of ten 
should of course be saved. A 
sharp watch should also be kept 
for inverted crosses, for while it 
is unlikely, yet the error could eas- 
ily happen, as the only difference 
would be that the cross would ap- 
pear in the lower right instead of 
the upper left corner of the stamp. 
Plate numbers would of course be 
misplaced also in that case.

ALFRED, N. Y. 
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NEGRO STAMP CROOK 
ARRESTED 


Numerous newspaper clippings 
regarding the final and belated ar- 
rest of J. Franklin Johnson, negro, 
of Baltimore and other cities 
charged with defrauding collectors 
and dealers in all parts of the 
country, are at hand from numer- 
ous sources. 

Johnson operated under forty- 
one different names, so postal in- 
spectors state. He was arrested 
in a rooming house on Lombard 
Street, near 20th in Philadelphia. 

Operating under numerous dif- 
ferent names, under some of which 
he carried on business in an hon- 
orable manner, he would then ap- 
ply for stamps under other names 
and give his own aliases as refer- 
ences and of course he always rec- 
ommended himself as reliable. By 
this method he obtained thousands 
of dollars worth of stamps from 
many different sources. 

He frequently used names of 
collectors and one name which he 
used was that of Mr. Stephen S. 
Ridgely of Baltimore. Mr. Ridgely 
sends a letter which has a bearing 
on the subject and we feel that it 
is desirable to print this letter 
which is appended herewith. Col- 
lectors who have been defrauded 
can address Mr. Ridgely at 3121 
Brighton St., Baltimore, Md. 

In a later letter from Mr. 
Ridgely, he states that he wants 
to hear from everyone who has 
been defrauded by Johnson with a 
full description of material that 
was sent Johnson. Mr. Ridgely 
states that he believes that fully 
75% of the material can be iden- 
tified and returned to the rightful 
owners by the P. O. Department, 
if proper identification of approval 
books can be made. 

“T have been the victim of a 
colossal scheme in which the at- 
tached clipping is explanatory. 
This man used my name and S. P. 
A. number to buy thousands of 
dollars worth of stamps, all over 
this country and Europe. He did 
not use my name while in Balti- 
more, but assumed it after he went 
to Philadelphia. 

Together with Mr. Brill, the lo- 
cal P. O. inspector I went over 
his correspondence which was 
seized and I find that he obtained 
my name and number, thru my 
having answered his fake ads. in 
the New York Times, Linn’s and 
other magazines. The P. O. Dept., 
has hundreds of approval books, 
sheets, collections and I don’t

know what, that they took from 
him. 

He seems to have had mailing 
privileges everywhere and an- 
swered his own references and 
surely did get away with lots of 
material. 

I shall do all within my power 
to prosecute him for forgery and 
whatever else I can do. 

Inspector Brill has told me that 
I might say that the Government 
has made a careful investigation 
and finds that I am an innocent 
victim of his schemes. 

Please publish this and if neces- 
sary I will gladly pay for a half 
page ad. or whatever is necessary. 
I want all the publicity possible 
in clearing my name. I suppose 
it will take a long while to undo 
all the harm he has caused me. 

Since my name and address does 
not appear in the current S. P. A. 
list, I joined after the last issue 
was published, he used me pretty 
badly, as he would give the name 
and number and there was no way 
to check the fictitious address. 


Stephen S. Ridgely.” 


Perhaps one of the most infor- 
mative accounts from the news- 
papers is supplied by Mr. Ridgely 
and this is reproduced below. 

“An elaborate scheme through 
which it is alleged legitimate 
stamp dealers from coast to coast 
were being swindled was interrupt- 
ed yesterday by Postoffice inspect- 
ors with the arrest in Philadelphia 
of a Baltimore Negro, who is said 
to have been the head of a spuri- 
ous philatelie concern. 

The prisoner is J. Franklin 

Johnson, 32, of 623 Sewell street, 
described as a former instructor at 
a Negro university in the Seuth. 
This was his second arrest on 
charges of using the United States 
mails to defraud. In 1929 he 
pleaded guilty to such a charge 
and served part of a two-year sen- 
tence in the Federal Penitentiary 
at Atlanta. 
- At that time he was conducting 
a so-called typing, correcting, re- 
vising and editing service for 
young authors. After the penal 
term at Atlanta he allegedly 
turned to the stamp business and 
opened an office in Detroit. For 
reasons unknown to the inspectors, 
Johnson soon abandoned Detroit 
headquarters and established him- 
self in Baltimore as the Plymouth 
Stamp Mart, in the 500 block Bur- 
gundy street. 

Next, according to the investi- 
gators, he set up two fictitious of- 
fices in New York City, two in 
Chicago and one in Providence, 


When these offices got under 
way, it was said, he set up under 
two more names in Baltimore, both 
of the supposed companies operat- 
ing from an address in the 400 
block West Biddle street. Later he 
moved both of these and the orig- 
inal Plymouth Company to his

Under each of the various com- 
pany names, inspectors said, John- 
son would order stamps from big 
dealers, representing himself as an 
agent for a high-class trade. He 
would give another of his various 
company names as reference and 
then, in the guise of the other 
company, would give himself a 
good business recommendation, 
which usually brought the desired 
supplies of stamps. 

In March of this year his ac- 
tivities were investigated by Post- 
office Inspector G. E. Brill, of Bal- 
timore, and an indictment was re- 
turned against him by a Federal 
grand jury on March 19. Johnson, 
apparently apprised of the jury ac- 
tion, fled the city. 

He was discovered a few days 
ago in Philadelphia where, accord- 
ing to officials he had started the 
stamp business anew, operating 
various out-of-town branches as he 
had done from Baltimore. On in- 
structions from Mr. Brill, A. T. 
Hawksworth, Philadelphia inspec- 
tor, made the arrest. Johnson will 
be brought to Baltimore, probably 
tomorrow, for trial.” 


LAST DAY COVERS 


It is not possible that stamp 
collectors can get last day covers 
of postage stamps except of course 
in event of such issues as may be 
demonetized by Government action, 
when a cover used on the last day 
in which the stamps were available 
for postage would be of historical 
interest in a museum of postal his- 
tory. Such things however, are not 
likely to happen in these United 
States. 

First day covers of stamps are 
plentiful, last day covers of stamps 
are not possible yet covers used 
at some postoffice on the last day 
of use of that postoffice are of in- 
terest in a historical collection and 
such a cover comes to our office 
from Mr. Roy R. Waters of Great 
Barrington, Mass. This cover bears 
one of the late Mass. Bay Colony 
stamps and is cancelled at West 
Otis, Mass. on May 15, the last 
day in which the postoffice at this 
town was open for business.

In 1921 I was in Philadelphia 
overnight, and during the evening 
dropped in at the main post office 
to try to make friends with a 
stamp clerk and see if he happened 
to have any stamps worth buying. 
Once in a while I have had luck 
and gotten some quite nice old is- 
sues that way. 

Business was quiet and the clerk 
and I got quite chummy, altho he 
had nothing to offer me. But he 
told me that a number of years 
before a very crabbed looking old 
geezer, as he put it, had come to 
his window one night, shoved in 
a block of 5c 1861s and asked him 
to exchange them for 2c stamps. 

“IT told him it was against the 
rules to do so,’ said the clerk, and 
he got quite angry. They were gov- 
ernment issued stamps, he said, 
and he could see no reason why 
the government would not ex- 
change them for stamps he could 
use. 

“T am not a collector, but I knew 
the stamps were of value,” went 
on the clerk, “and I remembered 
where there was a dealer down on 
Chestnut Street, so I started to tell 
him to take them down there, 
when he broke in on me testily.” 

“T didn’t ask you what to do 
with them. I want to know if you 
will give me two cent stamps for 
them—that’s all I want to know.” 

“I was mad myself by then, so 
I told him no, but that I would buy 
them myself, and then he could use 
the money and buy his two cent 
stamps. He snorted indignantly at 
this, said something about hocus- 
pocus and shoved the stamps back 
to me again. I handed him forty 
cents from my pocket. He tried 
to wave the money back, but I 
shoved it out, tore off 20 two cent 
stamps and made him push the 
money back before I gave him the 
stamps, which he grabbed and 
went off with, still muttering to 
himself in indignation.” 

“What did you do with the 
stamps?” I asked. “Took ’em 
down at noon next day to that 
dealer myself, and he gave me 
$80.00 for them. Always hoped 
the old crab would find some more 
and bring them in, but he never 

did. He would have had that $80 
if he had acted half way decent!” 

In 1922 I was in Philadelphia 

again and again went into the post 
office one night to see if that 
clerk was on duty. There was a 
strange face at the window when I

went up to it, and before I could 
speak the clerk said to me “Hello! 
Say, I’ve got those le Pilgrims 
for you, but they are not very 
good.” 

I was astonished, as you can 
imagine. However, I held a 
straight face and simply replied 
“That’s too bad. Any good ones 
in the lot?” 

“Just 12 sheets. I went over 
them all last night and all the 
rest are badly centered.” 

“Much obliged to you, anyhow,” 
I replied. “Well, I’ll take one sheet 
with me and be in tomorrow or 
next day for the balance.” 

So he handed me out a sheet of 
the stamps and I paid for them 
and thanked him again and walked 
off. And I have had a lot of fun 
since thinking of the incident and 
trying to picture the conversation 
that took place when the real man 
turned up and asked the clerk 
about the stamps—Find any of 
those stamps for me? Did I find 
any? You were here last night 
and I told you I had 12 sheets for 
you and—You’re crazy, I wasn’t 
in here! Don’t try to kid me; you 
took one sheet and said you would 
come back tonight for the rest. 
Say, listen! (And so on, and so 
on!)

STAMP 

FRAUDS the newspapers print a 
_ ., Story of the arrest of 

some individual whom the Post 


Office Inspectors have found out 
after a year’s time, more or less, 
have been defrauding stamp col- 
lectors and dealers on a wholesale 
scale through the United States 
Mails. There may be a reason why 
these Postoffice Inspectors work so 
slowly, possibly there are so few 
of them that they do not have time 
to act faster than they do. If such 
is the case we would like to sug- 
gest that a large corps of the Pro- 
hibition Snoopers be put on this 
more important job. 

Stamp dealers and_ collectors 
frequently come to the conclusion 
that a certain party at some cer- 
tain address is a fraud. This con- 
clusion is arrived at in a very sim- 
ple way. When from six to a dozen 
different people send goods to a 
man and fail to get either an an- 
swer to mail or a settlement of 
the obligation, that is sufficient 
proof that the party is unreliable 
and should give sufficient cause for 
very quick investigation and action 
on the part of the Postoffice De- 
partment, yet it takes many 
months for them to get down to 
business and in the meantime the 
fraud is continuing his work under 
another name. 

The case of J. Franklin Johnson, 
Baltimore negro, has recently oc- 
tupied space in the daily papers, 
yet this man under some of the 
Various aliases that he has used 

been listed and placed on the 
questionable list of the American 


Stamp Dealers Association for 
many months. 

Over a year ago, under one of 
his aliases, this publication print- 
ed an advertisement for this party. 
This advertisement has never been 
paid for. It might be said in our 
own defense that only the one ad- 
vertisement was published, further 
copy not being published for lack 
of suitable references, etc. Yet this 
first piece of copy that was pub- 
lished bore all the earmarks of a 
reputable and high class business. 
The original copy itself, as sub- 
mitted for publication, was prob- 
ably the finest prepared of any 
piece of advertising copy that has 
ever been submitted to us for pub- 
lication. 

We deplore the snail like speed 
that seems to be employed by Post- 
office Inspectors in situations of 
this sort. A bit more speedy ac- 
tion would cut losses in half in 
many cases and we hope there will 
be found a way to speed up the 
work on these rackets. 


KENWOOD An advertise- 
S.MOORECO. ment under this 
name was carried 
in Linn’s Weekly for several 
weeks. Our inability to collect for 
the advertising account led us to 
discontinue the advertisement. 
Failure to hear from the address 
to which we sent letters was also 
a cause for discontinuing the ad- 
vertisement. At the same time we 
have had numerous letters from 
parties who submitted goods to this 
address and who have been unable 
to get either a return of their 
goods or a settlement for the same. 
We have placed the entire matter 
in the hands of the American 
Stamp Dealers Association and 
have requested that they make 
every effort to secure adjustment 
for our readers who have sub- 
mitted stamps to this company. 

If there are others who have had 
business with this company and 
have failed to have satisfactory 
replies to their letters we will be 
glad to have a complete statement 
of the matter mailed to our office. 

Perhaps a better way would be 
to write a complete statement of 
your business with this company, 
describing in detail any stamps you 
may have submitted them and 
mail the same to the secretary of 
the American Stamp Dealers As- 
sociation, Mr. V. W. Rotnem, 22nd 
Floor, 22 Exchange Place, New 
York City. 


QUESTIONABLE 
ARGUMENT 


In a plea for 
the Society of 
Philatelic 
Americans to issue it own Official 
Organ one of the exponents of 
this idea makes numerous state- 
ments which members of the so- 
ciety will do well to consider and 
think over very carefully before 
accepting the statements at their 
face value.

Official announcement from 
Washington is to the ffect that on 
June 15th, air mail service will be 
extended from Nashville, Tenn., 
via Memphis, Tenn., Little Rock 
and Texarkana, Ark., to Dallas and 
Fort Worth, Texas.

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SIMON BOLIVAR 





The following sketch of the 
“Liberator” was suggested by the 
stamps issued by Venezuela, Co- 
lombia, and Peru, to commemorate 
the centenary of the death of 
Bolivar. 

Simon Bolivar, called the “Liber- 
ator”, was born in Caracas, July 
2, 1783, of a noble and wealthy 
family. As was customary among 
the wealthy families, he was sent 
to Madrid to complete his educa- 
tion. After studying law he travel- 





led widely in married 


there, 


Europe, 
and returned to Venezuela, 
intending to devote himself to his 
extensive estates, but the death of 
his young wife from yellow fever 
caused him again to visit Europe. 
In 1809 he returned home by way 


of the United States. Here he be- 
came much interested in our re- 
publican institutions and resolved 
to free his own country from the 
despotism of Spain. 

Upon Bolivar’s return to Venezu- 
ela he at once joined a society of 
patriots, and engaged in the insur- 
rection of Caracas, April 19, 1810. 
During the following year several 
engagements were won by the pa- 
triots, and the Spanish were forced 
to withdraw, but in 1812 they re- 
turned and recovered possession of 
Venezuela. Bolivar fled, and we 
next hear from him in New Gren- 
ada, (Colombia), raising a force 
of volunteers. With these he de- 
feated the Spanish in several hotly 
contested battles, and on August 
4, 1813, he entered Caracas as a 
conqueror and was soon made dic- 
tator of Venezuela. 

The next ten years of the Liber- 
ator’s life were filled with almost 
constant war with the Spanish 
forces. In 1819 New Grenada was 
freed from Spanish rule and added 
to Venezuela under the name of 
the Republic of Colombia. Bolivar 
was the first president, which office 
he held until a few months before 
his death. 

After driving the Spanish forces 
from the north, his thoughts turned 
to the liberation of the southern 
states of Peru, Ecuador, and Bo- 
livia. Placing himself at the head 
of his army, he marched upon 
Quito, which was soon entered by 
his troops. From here he turned 
toward Lima, which was evacuated 
upon his approach. The campaign 
was completed and the Spanish rule

where he spent the remainder of 
his life endeavoring to stabilize 
the government and improve the 
condition of his people. He died 
on Dec. 17, 1830. He has been de- 
scribed as the Washington of South 
America. Unselfish to a high de- 
gree, he sacrificed his personal 
fortune for the good of the state.

PESTALOZZI 


A Paper Read to the Junior High 
School Stamp Club, Atlantic City 
by Jacky Kilcher, Age 14 


Switzerland 1927 Pro Juventute 


The stamps of Henry Pestalozzi 
do not commemorate a_ warrior, 
but a public benefactor, and the 
founder of the first orphan school. 


In 1800 Napoleon the first, then 
the actual ruler of Europe invaded 
Switzerland, and after a few se- 
vere engagements, the Swiss found 
themselves soundly beaten, and 
submitted to French rule, except 
the little state of Unterwalden 
with a population of 4800. So the 


French general Schauenberg’ in- 
vaded Unterwalden with an army 


of 22000 men. Every man, woman 
and child able to carry arms went 
to defend their home, the battle 
raged for 48 hours and ended with 
every Swiss killed except 240 chil- 
dren and 80 old people. 


Here is where Pestalozzi enters 
the story. 


Pestalozzi was a descendent of a 
rich Swiss family of Zurich. With 
the aid of Friends he gathered to- 
gether the poor starving orphans 
and started an orphan school in 
Stanz, and in Birrfeld near Zurich. 
In those schools the orphans re- 
ceived a home and were instructed 
in various trades. The idea was, 
that the orphans would work on 
the farms, attached to the schools, 
and so earn their own upkeep, but 
it did not work out as Pestalozzi 
expected, and he gave his whole 
fortune towards his ideal. 


Many foreign teachers visited 
Pestalozzi and copied his idea, so 
helping the young and needy. 


Pestalozzi was born in 1746 and 
died 1827 


The 5 and 10 centimes stamps 
show boys at work and _ study. 
The 15 and 20c portray the head 
of Pestalozzi.
